-jThe  goat  house  has  3 broken  boards  ihei  need  to  be  replaced  to  prevent  poiemial  injury.  Corrected,  however 
another  beard  has  been  broken. 

The  divider  Fences  between  the  tigers  on  ihe  hill,  leek  unstable.  New  posts  were  in  place  on  the  last  inspection 
however  the  fence  has  not  bean  moved  lo  ihese  more  substantial  posts.  If  ihe  cats  wore  allowed  lo  get  together  they 
could  injure  Ihemselves  and  each  oiher.

These  items  were  icenl  I ed  on  ihe  last  inspection  1 2/1 1 03  and  are  still 
a p'oblem  on  this  inspection  Addiiional  ilems  identified  on  this  inspection  inetude  lids  For  she  Feed  comakers  were  all 
lelt  alF  of  Ihe  OOnlainers  in  the  larrtl  animal  area.:  Fuoc  brougtil  cut  lor  kids  lo  leed  [□  the  term  animals  was  left  tilling 
on  the  ground  where  the  pig  and  loose  birds  coukf  get  Into  it.  Equipment  for  yard  upKeep,  building  supplies,  fertilizer, 
cancrele.  leader  mice  and  rats,  etc.  are  all  stored  in  a building  together  with  the  freezers,  reFrigeralprs,  feed  picked  up 
from  grocery  stores  n open  boxes.
